rhe Elba City Council declared

If 
the Chamber and the Economic 
Development office have not raised 
the necessary inoney by the time the 
project is completed, they will pay 
the city enough rent to pay off the 
loan. Grimes recommended the 
loan. It was approved with two no 
Council members Ben 
Carpenter and Ronnie Hammond 
opposed the loan.

The 
official response was that the woman was hoping to get the Elba 
paperwork reviewed this week, Then it must go for an environmen- 
tal review and back to this desk where it has been since last fall.

At that time a request will 
be made tor the federal funds to complete this phase of the buy-out.

County Landmark victim of the times and government regulations

Smart’s Grocery served the com- 
munity of Jack for 38 years, but it 
now remains only in the memories 
of those who loved it. 

The store recently was torn down 
leaving only a vacant lot in its 
place. 

Roxie Smart, manager of Smart’s 
Grocery, said they decided to tear 
the store down after ADEM 
required new regulations for gas 
tanks. She said ADEM gave stores 
selling gas one of two choices when 
the new regulations became effec- 
tive. 

“They said everyone would either 
have to upgrade the tanks to meet 
the new standards or destroy them,” 
said Smart. “We decided to destroy 
ours.” 

As she looks back on the years 
now, she said all she can say about 
the history of the store is that it has 
always been Smart's Grocery. 

Her husband, Leon Smart started 
the store in 1961 and managed it 
until his death in 1996. Through the 
years, customers have been able to 
buy items such as gas, oil, gro- 
ceries, drinks and tobacco products 
at Smart’s Grocery. Even though 
customers were able to purchase 


kids,” Smart. said. 


their tobacco. products at the store, 
Smart said they honored regulations 
and did not sell the products to 
minors. 

And just as the faces of the cus- 
tomers were familiar to them, the 
customers knew who to expect as 
they entered the front door. 
Siburline Moblin, Smart’s sister, 
was the clerk at the store for many 
years. 

“It’s been a pleasure to run the 
store and serve the community all 
these years, but times have 
changed,” said Smart. “People just 
don’t recognize the small country 
stores the same anymore.” 

She said she~ could remember 
when their small grocery store had 
three bread suppliers to check with 
them regularly, but it hasn’t been 
like that in quite a few years. These 
days, she said it seems as if people 
tend go to the big grocery stores or 
stores like Wal-Mart for a bigger 
variety to meet their needs. 

“We certainly miss the school 
“They were 
always coming in and out of the 
store.” 

She said it was a great feeling 
being across from the Zion Chapel 
School and serving as a place for 
the kids to go when they got out of 
school.

Producers qualify for the direct 
cash payments if they (1) marketed 
fewer than 1,000 hogs during the 
last six months of 1998, and (2) are 


still in operation. Two restrictions 
apply. First, producers are not eligi- 
ble for payments on hogs marketed 
under fixed-price or cost-plus con 
tracts: Second, any operation whose 
gross income for 1998 was greater 
than $2.5 million will not be eligi- 
ble for payments. 

Eligibility is based on marketings 
during the last six months of 1998 
to avoid distorting current market- 
ings. The six month period also 
accommodates the marketing prac- 
tices of small producers who may 
not market hogs every week or 
month, but who need help to weath- 
er the current economic crisis. 

Producers will be paid up to $5 
per slaughter-weight hog (or $1.80 
for feeder pigs) multiplied by the 
number of hogs marketed during 


Hog producer payment program 
is explained to area producers 


the last six months of 1998. The 
actual payment may be less than $5, 
given the limited amount of funding 
available under law. Producers will 
only be paid on up to 500 market 
hogs (or an equivalent number of 
feeder pigs), so the maximum pay- 
ment that will be paid to any opera- 
tion is $2,500. 

Payments will be made through 
USDA’s Farm Service Agency 
(FSA) local offices. Froin Feb. 1 to 
Feb, 12, FSA will conduct a sign-up 
for the payment program. During 
the sign-up period, producers will 
be required to apply for the program 
at their local FSA office.

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Block Schedule Revisited 


by Lance Boutwell 

The semesterized eight block 
schedule is a non-traditional student 
and staff schedule based on offering 
each student four. ninety-six minute 
classes per day. The master sched- 
ule is built as an eight period sched- 
ule with periods one through four 
meeting first semester and five 
through eight meeting second 
semester. Students schedule their 
courses so that two of the academic 
core required classes are taken each 
semester. Block scheduling allows 
students to focus more on two or 
three academic subjects at a time. It 
also allows for more in-depth con- 
centration and mastery before 
studying another two or three sub- 
jects during the next semester. 

The semesterized block schedule 
provides differing time formats to 
meet instructional needs of stu- 
dents. It promotes an instructional 
format which encourages the use of 
a variety of instructional methods. 
Block scheduling also provides a 
more extensive program. Students 


have an opportunity to take more 
classes (32 instead of 24 or 28) and 
take a wider variety of courses, It 
creates extended lab time in sci- 
ence, computer application, key- 
boarding, home economics, physi 
cal training, and music. It also 
allows students and teachers to have 
a fresh start at the mid-point of the 
school year. 

Block scheduling decreases stu- 
dent and teacher work load with 
students only having four classes 
and teachers instructing three class- 
es per semester. It also allows 
teachers to have more planning. 
Block scheduling allows students to 
study for less classes at one time. 
Students have more time to prepare 
for sports and other activities, 
reducing stress for both teachers 
and students. 

The block scheduling has helped 
out for both students and teachers. 
The grades for most students have 
gone up. The block schedule has 
changed it all around since the 
seven period day.

Valentine Day-our most 
charming holiday 


Valentine’s Day - the most light 


hearted American holiday - is a ime 
when people express feelings of 
friendship, affection and love for 
someone special. A Cupid 
pierced with a golden arrow 
gests the holiday in the same way 
that witches are associated with 
Halloween 
Valentine’s day had its origin in 
the pre-Christian holiday in honor 
of Lupercus, the Roman god who 
protected the city from wolves in 
the days of its founding. On Feb 14, 
the eve of the holiday, Roman 
youths drew the names of girls who 
would be their partners during the 
festival the following day. When the 
Romans invaded Britain and France 
in the before Christ 
they took their customs —there, 
including the drawing of names for 
partners or sweethearts on Feb. 14. 
From the teachings of Christ, a 
new religion was born and by the 
fourth century A.D. it was declared 
lawful in the Roman empire. When 
theirs became the dominant reli- 
gion, Christians usurped the old 
pagan holidays. A Pope of the late 
fifth century decided to make the 
old Roman holiday honoring 
Lupercus into a Christian holiday. 
The Pope needed a reason for a 
new Christian holiday so he looked 
around for a saint to honor. He 
found one named Valentinus or 
Valentine. The Pope likely knew 
which Saint Valentine he chose to 
honor but today no one is sure. 
Two priests named Valentine 
were martyred during the reign of 
Emperor Claudius in the third cen- 
tury A.D. One, who was beheaded 
on Feb. 14, 270 A.D., cured the jail- 
er’s daughter, who was blind, while 
awaiting his execution. Before 
Valentine died, he sent a note to the 
little girl. He signed it: “From your 
Valentine.” By the year 1400 people 
in countries all over Europe were 
celebrating Valentine’s Day. The

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$170,000 INTEREST FREE LOAN FROM AEC

The City of Elba has a new fire 
truck, thanks to United States 
Department of Agriculture (USDA) 
funding made available through 
Alabama Electric Cooperative 
(AEC), AEC is the recipient of 
$170,000 from USDA Rural 
Development's Rural Economic 
Development Loan and Grant pro 
gram, 

“Tm glad that USDA Rural 
Development was able to assist the 
City of Elba in improving their fire 
protection capability, said Horace 
H. Horn, Jr, State Director of 
USDA Rural Development. “USDA 
Rural Development has partnered 
with rural électric cooperatives 
throughout the state to help improve 
the quality of life of thousands of 
rural Alabamians.” 

Horn, along with Jerry Andrews, 
Craig Cornwell, and Victor Wyatt, 
visited with Mayor James Grimes 
and Elba’s Fire Chief Lloyd 
Driggers on Tuesday and presented 
the mayor and fire chief with the 
keys to the fire department’s new 
pumper. 

“The city and fire department 


have been working diligently since 


1990 to improve its fire rating to 
reduce the insurance costs of busi- 
nesses and residences in the com- 
munity,” said Mayor Grimes. “Elba 
has a fire insurance rate classifica- 
tion of 6 at the present with its two 
major deficiencies being the fire 
truck pumping capacity and not 
having a reserve fire truck. 

“Adding a 1500 gallon-per- 
minute (GPM) pumper and putting 
the older 500 gpm pumper into 
reserve will meet the 3000 gpm 
pumping capacity requirement and 
add a reserve pumper to the fire 
department.” 


The mayor added, “This addition 
to the fire department and correc 
tion of other deficiencles will lower 
the insurance classification to 5 pos- 
sibly 4. These ratings are assigned 
after an inspection by ISO 
Commercial Risks Services, Inc. 

“The loan which allowed the city 
to purchase a new fire truck will 
result in lower insurance premiums 
for businesses and residences in the 
city, encourage higher paying jobs, 
improve the quality of life for rural 
residents and help diversify the 
economy of Coffee County.” 

AEC will establish a revolving 
loan fund with the funds received 
from USDA Rural Development. 
They will re-lend $170,000 to the 
City of Elba to assist with the pur- 
chase of the new fire truck while the 
city is providing an additional 
$34,000 toward the cost of the fire 
truck, 

Both Andrews and Wyatt, who 
are with AEC, said that the 
Cooperative is pleased to cooperate 
with USDA Rural Development and 
the City of Elba to improve the level 
of fire protection service available 
to the citizens and businesses in 
Elba. 

The zero-interest loan-tothe-city 
will lower insurance costs and help 
the entire community. Elba has 
worked hard to overcome the set- 
backs from recent flooding and has 
competed with other economic 
development projects in the United 
States to secure this funding. 

“The city has come a long way 
from the ISO rating of 10 when we 
first joined the fire department to 


the present rating of 6,” said Chief 


Driggers. “And, we won’t quit until 
we have obtained the very best rat- 
ing possible.” 

Chief Driggers heads a volunteer

Status is still in question, has filed a 
$1.5 million claim against Coffee 
County. 

Ms. Eva McGrath, who at one 
time was the chief juvenile proba- 
tion officer in Coffee County, has 
filed, through her attorney Paul 
Young, a Statutory Notice of Claim 
which states that subsequent to her 
being removec from her position 
she was deniec due process as a 
county employe Reportedly, she 
was relieved © her duties in 
November of 1998 by District 
Judge Steven Blair whose responsi 
bility it is to oversee the Juvenile 
Probation Office 

According to Coffee County 
Commission Chairman Kayo 
Lewis, Ms. MeGrath » ts not grant 
ed a hearing before the county per 
sonnel board becaus she was 
thought to be an empl vee of the 
state instead of the count 

Her attorney contends hat Ms. 


McGrath is entitled to due process 
as a county employee. He says he 
has seen no legal documentation 
concerning her termination as a 
juvenile probation officer. 

Commission Chairman Lewis 
also said the commissioners have 
not been informed as to why 
McGrath was terminated. It was his 
understanding that juvenile proba- 
tion officers served at the pleasure 
of the court and was under the con- 
trol of the judicial branch of gov- 
ernment. 

Lewis said the county was await- 
ing a determination from the courts 
as to exactly what her status is - an 
employee of the state or an employ- 
ce of the county, A request for a 
declaratory judgment was filed with 
the courts at the time the question 
UrOSe, 

The chairman said that the coun 
ty was surprised by the claim since 
the county was awaiting the ruling 
on the declaratory judgment, and he 
further stated that the commission 
wants to do what is right toward

ARREST IN HOUSTON COUNTY PROMPTS MOVE 


Jones murder trial under tight Security in Elba

The murder trial of one of the two 
men charged with the robbery/mur- 
der of an Enterprise convenience 
store manager was moved to Elba 
last week. 

Last Wednesday, an unusual 
heightening of security was noticed 
at the county courthouse in Elba. 
The presence of sheriff's deputies as 
well as police officers and state 
troopers at all entrances to the cour- 
thouse indicated that something out 
of the ordinary was taking place. 
Hand-held metal detectors were 
used by deputies to scan all persons 
entering the courthouse and court- 
room during the trial. 

Upon further investigation, it was 


learned that the murder trial of 


Marcus Antonio Jones, 27, had been 
moved from temporary courthouse 
facilities in Enterprise to the court- 
house in Elba as a precautionary 
measure so that better security could 
be provided for the defendant, offi- 
cers of the court, and the jury. Both 
parties in the case - defense and 


prosecution attorneys - agreed to the 
change of location. 

After the selection of the jury had 
been made on Monday and Tuesday 
of last week, it was learned by 


-ondorcement ~officials in Coffee 


County that a relative of the victim 
had been arrested on drug charges in 
Houston County. That alone is not 
what got officials’ attention, but it 
was the fact that others items were 
discovered in the course of search- 
ing the relative’s residence that 
prompted local officials to take extra 
precautions for the trial of Jones. 
Law enforcement would not be spe- 
cific as to what those items were; 
however, they were thought to be 
bomb-making materials. 

At the conclusion of the trial 
Saturday, Circuit Judge William 
(Bill) Barr explained to the members 
of the jury what had transpired and 
why the trial had been moved to 
Elba. They had not been told hereto- 
fore. He emphasized the fact that at 
no time during the trial were they or 
anyone else involved in the trial in 
any danger but he and other officials

thought it was in the best interest of 
everyone to take the extra security 
precautions. 

Jones. who is from Daleville, AL, 
was charged with capital murder in 
the slaying of Ronald Howard 
Jerkins. 

Jerkins, 41, of Kinsey, AL, was 
shot in the neck while making a 
store night deposit at Regions Bank 
in Enterprise on July 28, 1997. He 
was robbed of $11,345.53 
($6,873.31 in cash, $3,069.22 in 
checks, and $1,403.00 in food 
Stamps) from the Grocery Outlet’s 
night deposit. 

During the course of Jones’ trial, 
Kassey Bernard Reedy, 26, of 
Enterprise, who also faces capital 
murder charges in the Jerkins mur- 
der, testified that it was his idea to 
rob the grocery store of its night 
deposit, but that it was Jones who 
killed the night manager. 

According to Jones and his 
defense attorney, he was being false- 
ly accused and that he was nowhere 
near the scene of the robbery/murder 
but was with a girlfriend at the time 
the incident occurred. 

Testimony was offered by a state’s 
witness that Reedy and Jones were 
seen together just before dark on the 
evening of the robbery/murder. 

An eyewitness to the 
robbery/murder testified to seeing 
two men struggling with one anoth- 
er at the night deposit and hearing a 
“pop.” He said that he witnessed a 
black man between 5 feet 5 inches 
and 5 feet 8 inches running from the 
scene. It was noted that Reedy is 


. took place Tuesday morning in front of

approximately 6 feet 3 inches tall 
while Jones is approximately 5 feet 
6 inches tall. 

There was later testimony from 
State’s witnesses that Jones was 
observed with an injury (cut) to his 
head on the night of the 
robbery/murder. Testimony also was 
given that he bought and paid cash 
($1,100.00) for a used BMW in 
which he left the state and was later 
arrested in Atlanta, GA. He was 
unemployed at the time. 

An aunt of Jones’ testified that he 
told her he had robbed before and 
would rob again, and even kill if he 
had to; however, he did not indicate 
to her who he had robbed. 

Both Jones and Reedy were 
arrested in August of 1997, Jones 
had to be extradited from Georgia. 

After three days of testimony and 
closing arguments by the prosecu- 
tion and defense attorneys, the &- 
woman, 4-man jury found Jones 
guilty of the lesser offense oi mut 
der and not capital murder with 
which he was originally charged. It 
took the jury four hours of delibera- 
tion to reach their decision. 

Judge Barr, at the request of the 
defense attorneys, ordered a_ pre- 
sentencing investigation after which 
a date will be set for a sentencing 
hearing. Jones was returned to the 
Coffee County jail. 

According to the judge, Jones 
faces a possible sentence of 20 to 99 
years or life in prison, A capital mur- 
der conviction would have meant 
the death sentence or life in prison 
without parole 


Two cases involving theft of county 
funds slowly making way through court

The two cases involving two 
women charged with stealing coun 
ty funds are slowly making their 
way through the court system. 

Susan Enfinger McGlothren of 
Enterprise, who is charged with, 
and has since pleaded guilty to, first 
degree theft of property charges, is 
scheduled to appear March 11, 1999 
before Circuit Judge Thomas E. 
Head for a sentencing hearing. 

McGlothren, a former bookkeep- 
er in the Coffee County 
Commission office, is charged with 
taking more than $71,000 in county 
funds while employed by the coun- 
ty. Last, May Mrs. MeGlothren 
repaid the funds to the county 

Initially, Mrs, MeGlothren had 
plead not guilty to the charges; 
however, on December 3, 1998 she 
changed her plea to guilty and a pre 
sentencing hearing was ordered by 
Judge Head.

In an unrelated cause, Frances 


Carter of Samson, AL, who. has 


been indicted on first devree theft 
charges in connection with missing 
funus ($2,876.00) from the Circuit 
Clerk's office in Enterprise, has 
changed her plea to guilty.

Circuit Clerk’s office. Her case had 


been scheduled for the March term 
of criminal court in the Enterprise 
Division,
